You may rest assured 
that there was no shame, embar- 
rassment, or hesitancy on the part 
of Jesus in issuing such a chal- 
lenge to John the Beloved. He 
knew the life of His mother 
through the medium of His hu- 
manity and had certainly discern- 
ed the godliness of her heart 
through the power of His Deity. 
With no reservations or qualifying 
conditions, Jesus commended His 
mother to one of His faithful fol- 
lowers and proceeded to fulfill His 
mission in dying on the cross for 
sinners. 

At this time of the year when 
our thoughts turn to Mother and 
home, may God give us the grace 
to be challenged by the exemplary 
life of Mary who bore our blessed 
Saviour into this world. The Bible 
places great emphasis on the im- 
portance of godly mothers and the 
tremendous spiritual contribution 
which they can render in both the 
home and in the life of a nation. 
A study of the life of Mary should 
challenge every mother and every 
young girl, who aspires to one day 
become a mother, to be their best 
for God! When Jesus commended 
His mother to John the Apostle, 
He was also recommending her to 
humanity for a spiritual pattern 
in this vital role. 

Let us consider these blessed 
scriptural truths and learn that 
Mary was: 


I, A Woman of Sacred 
Dedication 


When the searching eye of our 
Heavenly Father sought for a wom- 
an of suitable dedication through 
which to bear His Son into the 
werld, God found just such a wom- 
an in the person of the Jewish 
maiden called Mary. ‘And the 
angel came in unto her, and said, 
Hail, thou that art highly favour- 
ed, the Lord is with thee: blessed 
art thou among women” (Luke 
1:28). It was not God’s choice of 
Mary for this blessed and holy 
purpose that made her outstand- 


to righteousness that prompted 
the choice! Oh, how this worid to- 
day needs dedicated mothers who 
will seek to live for God and rear 
their children in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord. 

Next to salvation, perhaps the 
most vital need in the personal- 
ity of a dedicated life is CHAR-

“Who Couched Me?”

“But as he. went the people thronged him. And a woman 
having an issue of blood twelve years, which had spent all 
her living upon physicians, neither could be healed of any, 
Came behind him, and touched the border of his garment: 
and immediately her issue of blood stanched. And Jesus said, 
Who touched me ?”—Luke 8 :42-45. 


There is nothing more unrea- 
sonable and ungovernable than a 
crowd of people. Men, who stand- 
ing alone or in small groups are 
deliberate in all they do, lose their 
self-control when they come to 
stand in a crowd. You have noticed 
this, if you have heard a cry of 
fire in a large assemblage, or 
have seen people moving about in 
great excitement in some mass 
meeting, shoving, jostling, and 
pulling at each other. 


But while the Lord Jesus had 
been performing some wonderful 
works, and a great mob of people 
were around Him, shoving this 
way and that way, all the jostling 
He received evoked from Him no 
response. 


After a while I see a man and 
wasted woman préssing through 
the crowd. She seems to have a 
very urgent errand. I can see from 
her countenance that she has been 
a great sufferer. She comes close 
enough to put her finger on the 
hem of Christ’s garment, and the 
very moment she puts her finger 
on that garment, Jesus says: 
“Who touched me?” 


I would like to talk to you of 
the extreme sensitiveness of Je- 
sus. It is very often the case that 
those men who are mighty have 
very little fineness of feeling; but 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
Lord Jesus Christ was the King 
of glory, having all power in Heav- 
en and on earth, so soon as this 
sick woman comes up and puts 
her finger on the hem of His gar- 
ment, that moment all the feel- 
ings of His*soul are aroused, and 
He cries out: “Who touched me?” 


Jesus Is Moved by Our 
Poverty 


I remark that poverty touches 
Him. The Bible says that this 
woman had spent all her money on 
physicians; she had not gotten the 
worth of her money. Those phy- 
sicians in Oriental lands were very 
incompetent for their work, and 
very exorbitant in their demands. 
You know they have a habit even 
to this day in those countries of 
making very singular charges. 
Sometimes they examine the ca- 
pacity of the person to pay, and 
they take the entire estate. 

At any rate, this woman spoken

sisted on woman’s equality with 
man in every respect. Women have 
invaded fields of endeavor once 
given over entirely to men. I do 
not especially oppose woman sul- 
frage, nor especially favor it, and I 
do not. believe it materially 
changes the outcome of elections. 
But it is a significant fact that 
women, aided by preachers and re- 
formers, have sought and secured 
the right to vote and hold office. 
Many religious denominations now 
have women preachers on the 
same basis as men, In almost ev- 
ery church, the church work, from 
Singing in the choir to financing 
the church and doing the Bible 
teaching, is done, principally by 
women. Men sit passively in an oc- 
casional service, help pay the bills, 
and are politely indifferent as to 
whether the world goes to Hell 
or not! 


Women Seek Equality With 
Husbands 


In marriage the same spirit has 
come to prevail. Women expect a 
marriage in which they have as 
much say on nearly any question 
to be decided as their husbands, 
and when it comes to the rearing 
of the children, household prob- 
lems, discipline, or expenses, they 
expect to have the deciding voice. 
The average modern woman would 
answer the questions at the be- 
ginning of this chapter with an 
emphatic NO! She would be sec- 
onded by the mass of educators, 
politicians and preachers. 

Even the devout church wom- 
an these days does not know the 
Bible-explicitly commands her to 
obey her husband, and she does 
not even pretend to do it. On this 
subject preachers have either re- 
mained silent, or have made it a 
theme of silly jesting from the 
pulpit, while they either do not be- 
lieve in, or are afraid to preach 
the unmistakable command of 
God’s Word concerning it. Preach- 
ers havesusually by choice omitted 
the word obey from the marriage 
ceremony, with the general ap- 
proval of women, men usually re- 
maining silent. 

After the authority of husband 
and father in the home has been 
taken away, the sense of responsi- 
bility which men had in other days 
toward the care of their families 
has rapidly decreased. If a woman 
does not expect to obey her hus- 
band, it is also true that her hus- 
band does not expect to support 
his wife. There are more cases of 
wife and child desertion than ever 
before. In modern homes men do

not take authority over their wives 
nor women submit themselves toa 
their husbands. In modern homes 
men, not being the head of the 
home, do not feel responsible to 
protect and provide for their fame 
ilies, 


Failure of Modern Homes 
and Marriage 
The modern world has boasted 
of its wisdom in forsaking the old 
standards of marriage and the 
home, yet the modern marriage 


| has__failed._In—the—United States— 


last year there were approximate- 
ly 250,000 divorces, or one divorce 
for every five marriages. Over one 
hundred thousand children, every 
year, are orphaned by divorce. 
Certainly these homes have failed! 
Thousands of other homes produce 
boys and girls who are turned into 
the world without any discipline, 
any moral or religious training 
that would make them even good 
citizens, much less devout and hap- 
py Christians. From these unsuc- 
cessful homes, whether broken by 
divorce or not, come the youth- 
ful derelicts who crowd our juve- 
nile courts and reform schools 
and even our penitentiaries. Be- 
sides these, modern homes pour 
into society, year after year, a 
host of young people who are un- 
disciplined, unruly, immoral, irre- 
ligious, rebels against law and con- 
vention. The marriage and home 
patterned after the modern stand- 
ard has failed. 


Why Marriages Fail 

The Bible has definite and de- 
tailed instructions concerning mar- 
riage and the relations of husband 
and wife. God made man and then 
made woman to be a helpmeet for 
man, He performed the first mare 
riage ceremony. He placed man 
as the head of the home then, and 
since that time no home has ever 
been successful and happy which 
has violated God’s plain command. 
The failure of modern marriage is 
caused by failure to follow God’s 
plan for the home. Where a man 
disobeys God’s plain command 
about his duty as head of the 
home, and where a woman re- 
fuses to obey her husband as God 
commanded and usurps authority 
which God forbade her, sin reigns 
in that home, and sin always 
brings heartache and trouble.

During those very formative years 
my parents were very regular in 
Sunday School and church attend- 
ance. We only had church once a 
month and many times we walked 
the distance of more than a mile.

Punctuality is a 
rare virtue I learned from my 
mother. It was during those days 
that my mother, by word and ex- 
ample, taught us children respon- 
sibility, for each had a job to do 
and we had to do it well.

Who for President? 

One of the latest releases of the 
American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion, known more familiarly to mil- 
lions as the Gallup Poll, had to do 
with “prejudices” in politics. Near- 
ly seven out of every ten voters, 
68%, declared they would vote for 
a Catholic if he were the nomi- 
nee of their party. Back in 1940 
only 62% of the total questioned 
so stated. Nearly four out of every 
ten, 38%, said they would support 
a Negro for President if he were 
running as their party’s nominee. 
Other results of the poll showed 
that a little over half, 52%, de- 
clared they would vote for a quali- 
fied woman for president and 
nearly one out of every five, 18%, 
said they would support a presi- 
dential candidate who was an 
atheist if he were otherwise gen- 
erally well qualified.

Any spineless jellyfish can run 
with the crowd—it takes real char- 
acter to stand up for morality and 
virtue. Too many of our young 
people are tossed about with every 
wind of influence, lacking the 
character and backbone to stand 
for what is right. Psalm 1:4 de- 
scribes it, “The ungodly are not 
so: but are like the chaff which 
the wind driveth away.” Incident- 
ally, the psalmist goes on to warn 
that “the way of the ungodly shall 
perish” (vs. 6).

A feature writer in the Macomb 
(Georgia) News, Joe Parhan, 
wrote an interesting article on the 
subject, “A Masculine Viewpoint 
on What Makes a Man Happy.”

based on character. ‘‘A good name 
is rather to be chosen than great 
riches, and loving favour rather 
than silver and gold” (Prov. 22:1). 
It is not something that you are 
born with, but something that you 
acquire as you move forward in 
the progress of life. Character 
comes by living according to prin- 
ciples rather than fleshly whims 
and human fancy. It is not the 
easy road of expediency through 
the trials and tribulations of life, 
but it is the successful road. You 
may rest assured that Mary was 
a woman of character, whenever 
the Holy Spirit oversnadowed Her 
and conceived’ the Son of God 
within her womb. 


We certainly need a generation 
of boys and girls in this nation 
who have been reared by God-fear- 
ing parents and possess real char- 
acter. Moral values are _ being 
played down nowadays while most 
young people are urged to make 
their way through life without re- 
spect for truth, honesty, honor, 
chastity, integrity, and_ justice. 
Without an example of Christian 
character by a godly mother, any 
child is morally and_ spiritually 
handicapped for his entire life- 
time! The mother of our Lord was 
a woman of character and virtue. 


Akin to character is Christian 
CONSECRATION. As we seek to 
explore the components of a dedi- 
cated life, we can easily ascertain 
that Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
was wholly given to the service 
of God. It is not enough to just 
be against something, but our lives 
ought to be aligned with the will 
of: God as we seek to live them 
for His glory day by day. We no- 
tice in Luke, chapter 1, and verse 
27 that the Bible says, “. .. and 
the virgin’s name was Mary.” This 
simple commentary on the chas- 
tity of Mary tells us a great deal 
about her personal hfe as a girl 
and the extent of her consecration 
during the crucial teen-age years 
of her life. 

A psychologist who conducted 
a survey among the high school 
girls of Los Angeles several years 
ago reported that sixty-five per 
cent of those girls were not. vir- 
gins by the time they anticipat- 
ed marriage! The only guarantee 
that any Christian mother can 
have for the moral purity of her 
daughter is to lead her by precept 
and example into a life of conse- 
cration for the Saviour. 

We see very little consecration 
in the lives of modern-day moth- 
ers, even among those who attend 
church and Sunday School regu- 
larly. It is a common sight to see 
professing Christian women pulf- 
ing on cigarettes, parading the 
streets in shorts and halters, and 
living just as worldly as the Devil 
would have them to live! Far too 
many women in our day and time 
are trying to emulate the stand- 
ards of Hollywood rather than the 
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holy pattern so clearly taught in 


the Book of God. May God give us 
born-again women who will teach 
their children to “. . . perfect holi- 
ness” in the sight of the Lord and 
forsake the evil ways of this pres- 
ent wicked world. Every child is 


| entitled to the blessed memory of 


a godly mother who faithfully 
read God's Word and offered prayer 
as part of the daily routine of 
their lives. Mothers who would 
aspire to be like Mary should fol- 
low her procedure and take their 
not send them—to the 
Lord’s House for worship and sers- 


vice, 


I feel confident that if Mary 
were living today, she would not 
be found smoking a filter cigarette, 
displaying her nudity in public, 
attending the dances’ with the 
young people or even permitting 
them to go, nor would she stay 
home from church on Sunday and 
Wednesday evenings in order to 
watch television! My dear Chris- 
tian woman, heed the counsel of 
the Apostle Paul as the Holy Spirit 
records it for us in Romans 12:1, 

“I beseech you therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye 
present your bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service.” 

Once the Angel Gabriel had 
made his holy proclamation to 
Mary about the impending birth 
of Jesus, it took real COURAGE 
for this young lady to face her 
fiance, Joseph, and the people of 
her village with the facts in the 
case. Even Joseph was apprehen- 
sive about Mary’s condition when- 
ever he discovered that she was 
expecting a child before the time 
of their marriage (Matt. 1:18-20). 
God in His goodness sent an angel 
to relieve Joseph of all his fears 
and instructed him to marry Mary, 
since the child was conceived by 
the Holy Spirit. 

Human nature hasn’t changed a 
bit in the last two thousand years, 
so you can be sure that tongues 
began to wag as the town gossips 
looked the situation over and let 
their evil imaginations run wild. 
Satan is the archenemy of the 
dedicated life! Never forget that 
fact for one moment, It never has 
been and it never will be easy to 
stand true for God when the cir- 
cumstances around you to 
favor compromise and The 
three _Hebrew. children put 
on the spot for com- 
mon sense and popular opinion 
would have bowed their knees be- 
fore a pagan idol. Daniel the pr “oph-

et discovered through the route 
of the lions’ den that it costs 
something to be faithful in prayer 
with the Lord. 

Rather than feel sorry for her- 
self or seek the sympathy of the 
worldlings about her because olf 
the criticism that she had receiv- 
ed, Mary praised the Lord that 
she had been counted worthy to 
be used of God for such a majes- 
tic purpose! It took a woman of 
real courage to accept this Divine 
visitation from «the Lord and be- 
lieve that God was able to take 
care of the circumstances and the 
consequences. 

May the Lord inspire you, dear 
mother, to “ live godly in 
Christ Jesus and manifest 
true courage as a testimony be- 


fore a lost and dying world. Only 
women of courage will survive the 
onslaughts of Satan to victoriously 
live a dedicated life for our Lord 
Jesus Christ! 


II, A Woman of Scriptural 
Devotion 


The very roots of a godly life 
must have their beginning in God’s 
precious Word. It is impossible to 
be saved apart from the Word of 
God, and it is also impossible to 
live a geod Christian life without 
the Word. In the Holy Spirit's 
biography of Mary, we discover 
that she was FAITHFUL to obey 
the commandments of the Lord. 
“And when they |Mary and Jo- 
seph| had performed all things 
according to the law of the Lord, 
they returned into Galilee, to 
their own city Nazareth” (Luke 
2:39). The commandments of the 
Lord were not written for our con- 
sideration but for our obedience. 
Our Lord Jesus said in John 14: 
15, “If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments.” Nothing else wil 
bring God’s blessings into our lives

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like faithfulness to His Word. Do 
you read the Bible, dear mother, 
as a matter of course and reli- 
gious duty, or do you read it with 
real determination in your heart 
to faithfully comply with what it 
teaches? We are told in Hebrews 
11:6 that “. . . without faith, it is 
impossible to please him... .’’ How 
marvelous that a_ Bible-believing 
mother who is faithful to believe 
the promises of God may be cer- 
tain of God’s blessing in all of 
the basic responsibilities in life! 
No chance or “luck” in the rear- 
ing of children, no gamble -with 
the destiny of the soul, no risk in 
the relationship of husband and 
wife in the home when a mother 
is faithful to the Book. All of the 
nervous mothers and _ neurotic 
housewives with whom I have had 
any dealings in the Lord’s service 
have been women who have back- 
slidden and gotten away from the 
teachings of the Scriptures! Praise 
the Lord for the wonderful and 
inspiring testimony that Mary was 
faithful in scriptural devotion to 
God’s Word. 

Multitudes of mothers have good 
intentions about spiritual matters, 
I suppose, but you see so very 
few these days who are trying to 
carry out their plans and resolu- 
tions. It is not sufficient to know 
and acknowledge that you are ex- 
pected to do right in the eyes of 
the Lord; it is essential that you 
translate your faith into action! 
The mother of our Saviour show- 
ed clearly that she did that by 
being FERVENT in a spirit of 
worship. She was not satisfied to 
merely admit that all true believ- 
ers ought to journey to Jerusalem 
each year for the keeping of the 
Passover but proved her zeal was 
genuine by going! ‘Now his par- 
ents went to Jerusalem every year 
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at the feast of the passover’’ 
(Luke 2:41). 


The very attitude of a Christian 
mother is usually reflected in the 
attitudes of her children about 
such matters, so watch what you 
say, where you go, and what you 
do before your children! Cold, 
careless indifference is the dry 
rot that is destroying so many of 
our churches today. There is some- 
thing wrong with the spiritual life 
of a Christian mother who can get 
more excited about attending a 
meeting of the garden club than 
she does over attending prayer 
meeting! There is something 
wrong with the spiritual life of 
a Christian mother who can join 
the “March of Dimes” to collect 
money for this worthy cause and 
yet lack the energy and zeal to 
witness for Christ from house to 
house. There is something wrong 
with the spiritual life of a Chris- 
tian mother who cannot “pack the 
pew” for a revival meeting with 
friends ant neighbors but yet can 
enlist the presence of thirty or 
forty women for a Stanley Brush 
party. 

Oh, my Christian mother, mani- 
fest some real, godly, holy en- 
thusiasm for the cause of Jesus 
Christ and imitate the fervent ex- 
ample of Mary! 

Whenever any saved person is 
faithful to God’s Word, fervent in 
spirit, and humble in heart, that 
person is going to be FRUITFUL 
for the glory of God. Hear the 
words of Jesus in John 15:16 as 
He says, “Ye have not chosen me, 
but I have chosen you, and or- 
dained you, that you should go and 
bring forth fruit; and that your 
fruit should remain.” 

Winning souls to Jesus should 
be one of our primary goals in the 
Christian life. It is inspiring to 
read in Acts 1:14 that the mother 
of JesuS was a woman who pray- 
ed for the salvation of lost souls. 
‘These all continued with one ac- 
cord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the 
mother of Jesus, and with his 
brethren.” God answered--.their 
prayers with the mighty moving 
of the Holy Spirit and the subse- 
quent revival that followed which 
is so vividly portrayed for us in 
Acts, chapter two. You cannot long 
tarry in prayer for souls to be 
saved without becoming a fruitful 
Christian. Scriptural devotion will 
lead inevitably to soul winning! 

Just think of the tremendous 
opportunity that is available to 
each Christian mother in the win- 
ning of her own children to the 
Lord. No one is g@*close to a little 
child during those tender and for- 
mative years of life as his mother. 
From her lips he learns to speak. 
From her footsteps he learns to 
walk. From her motor patterns 
he learns to move about and 
manipulate his arms and fingers. 
Would to God that every boy and 
girl might first hear the plan of 
salvation through Jesus Christ 
from the lips of their mother! 
Would to God that every precious 
child might first be led in prayer 
by the intercedings of a praying 
mother. As much as I thrill to 
the glorious privilege of leading 
children to Christ in the work of 
the ministry, I shall never be able 
to understand how any Chris- 
tian mother could prefer that her 
minister have this honor rather 
than she herself! ¥ 

While conducting a_ revival 
meeting several years ago, I] met 
a family in which there were two 
unsaved teen-age children. When 
I inquired of the mother as to her 
concern about their souls’ wel- 
fare, she replied that she thought 
it would be “nice” if they. got 
saved sometime! This woman had 
been an active member of a Bap- 
tist church for eighteen years. The 
fact that her boy and girl were 
headed for Hell and a Christless 
eternity did not seem to matter at 
all. How we ought to pray for 
Spirit-filled mothers who will seek 
to be fruitful in soul-winning 
among their offspring. 


III. A Woman of Sound 
Decision 
Every mother is called upon of 
necessity to make solemn and ser- 
ious decisions which affect not 
only her own spiritual life but al- 
so the lives of her children. Since 
God has entrusted into the hands 


of the woman the principal care 
and responsibility for the children, 
Christian mothers should earnest- 


ly seek the Lord’s guidance in 


making daily decisions. Hasty and 
rash conclusions have often result- 
ed in heartache and spiritual mis- 
ery. Even in such practical mat- 
ters as everyday decisions we have 
a precedent by Mary which is re- 
corded for our benefit in the Bible. 
Notice the CONSIDERATION 
shown by this godly saint as “... 
Mary kept all these things, and 
pondered them in her heart” 
(Luke 2:19). 


Saved women ought to be known 
for their dependence upon. the 
Holy Spirit for leadership in mak- 
ing life’s decisions. It is often- 
times best that a decision be un- 
made if the proper consideration 
has not been given to it. Flighty, 
shallow, vacillating opinions are 
typical of the carnal minds which 
seem to predominate in our gen- 
eration. Nothing so gives a child 
a feeling and sense of security like 
a parent who carefully weighs 
each decision of the day and then 
firmly and prayerfully stands by 
whatever conclusion he has reach- 
ed. 


The few recorded statements 
that we have which came from the 
lips of Mary would lead us to be- 
lieve that she was a woman of 
CONFIDENCE. In John’s account 
of the miracle of Jesus at Cana 
in turning the water into wine, 
she spoke up boldly and said to 
the servant at the wedding: 
‘“Whatsoever he saith unto you,; 
do it” (John 2:5). Of*course, the 
basis for her confidence was in 
her assurance that Jesus would 
do the right thing and that which 
was best for everybody concerned. 
Only when a mother has prayer- 
fully discerned God’s will from 
God’s Word can she come to His 
Throne of Grace with holy bold- 
ness and assurance. ‘‘And this is 
the confidence that we have in 
him, that, if we ask anything ac- 
cording to his will, he heareth us: 
And if we know that he hear us, 
whatsoever we ask, we know that 
we have the petitions that we de- 
sire of him” (I John 5:14, 15). 

One of the outstanding char- 
acteristics of the sinful age in 
which we are now living is the 
lack of confidence that people have 
in everything that is sacred and 
holy. Both men and women are re- 
sorting to drink, dope, and arti- 
ficial stimuli for some reasonable 
facsimile of confidence in this 
uncertain era. Mary’s confidence 
in Jesus was soothing, impressive, 
and reassuring. Let me urge each 
Christian mother who reads this 
message to manifest a genuine 
confidence in Jesus Christ as you 
pass through the various calms 
and crises of your life by faith. 
Your children will never forget the 
confidence which you displayed in 
making godly, sound decisions for 
their advancement and welfare. 


Once we have formed our opin- 
ions to the mold of God's Word, 
we should become steadfast in 
what we believe. This adherence 
to principle is appropriately called 
“CONVICTION.” Real, godly con- 
viction will guide a person through 
life and provide a sense of direc- 
tion without regard for personali- 
ties or circumstances. Most people 
nowadays are so broadminded that 
they believe everything about noth- 
ing and stand for even less! Few 
church members can give a ring- 
ing testimony for Jesus that will 
Show where they stand for the 
Lord. It isn’t difficult at all to find 
folks who are willing to stand up 
and be counted for some worldly 
enterprise but not very many are 
bold to render praise, honor, and 
glory unto the Lord. 


Mary, the mother of. Jesus, was 
a woman of real conviction. After 
her conversation with Elizabeth 
regarding the visit of the angel, 
She broke forth into a eburst of 
holy praise and said, “My soul 
doth magnify the Lord” (Luke 1: 
46). Nothing is more refreshing 
to the heart’ of a Christian than 
to see a sold-out’ saint of God 
boldly taking his stand for Christ! 
The world frowns on any display 
of religious joy or spiritual happi- 
ness that rises above a spoken 
word or goes beyond the place of 
religious assembly. How desperate- 
ly do we need Christian mothers 
who willbe true to godly con- 
victions and speak out for Christ 
and the Christian life anywhere. 


I heard recently about a woman 
who was saved through the testi- 
mony of a splendid Christian lady 
who waxed bold in the Spirit while 


giving a P.T.A. devotional. Think 
of the opportunity available to 
most American mothers for let- 
ting Christian conviction be felt 
throughout the community. Wom- 
en of sound decisions are motivat- 
ed by deep spiritual conviction. 


IV. A Woman of Spiritual 
Determination | 


Even the hardest of human 
hearts are often touched by the 
precious memories of a godly 
mother’s DUTY and devotion to 
her children. It is overwhelming 
to think that God would entrust 
into our hands responsibility for 
the destiny and eternal welfare of 
a human soul! Through a keen 
sense of duty, a Christian mother 
will do her utmost to see that her 
children are reared in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord. Rest 
assured that every saved mother 
will be tested through her children 
concerning her faith in Christ. 
She will only be successful in ac- 
complishing this noble objective 
as she exercises a strong spirit of 
determination. Mothers are often 
tempted to avoid doing their duty 
in order to spare the momentary 
feelings of the child; however, the 
dire consequences that always fol- 
low such a dereliction compel us 
to repent and follow through with 
the disciplinary instructions of 
God’s Word. 

It is interesting to note that 
Mary sought to impress upon the 
mind and heart of Jesus her feei- 
ing of concern for His welfare 
when He ,became lost from their 
group during a_ journey. “And 
when they saw him, they were 
amazed: and his mother said unto 
him, Son, why hast thou thus dealt 
with us? Behold, thy father and 
I have sought thee sorrowing” 
(Luke 2:48). Without showing ir- 
reverence towards the Son of God, 
His dear mother sought to remind 
Him of her duty towards Him in 
every way. Mary knew that the 
role of motherhood is a sacred 
task for which a woman must 
answer to her God. 


In this day and hour ‘of child 
abandonment, we desperately need 
a renewed emphasis on the duty 
of motherhood. Just think of the 
mothers in this land of ours who 
went out to some tavern or joint 
last Saturday night and left little 
children at home to care for them- 
selves or get by the best way they 
could. Perhaps I am speaking to 
some of you dear ladies who are 
employed in public work when it 
is not a matter of economic neces- 
sity, and you leave your children 
for someone else to rear while 
you concentrate on making money. 
My dear sister, the Bible teaches 
that womenfolk are to be “.. . 
keepers at home...” (Titus 2:5), 
not a social gadabout or a pro- 
fessional career woman in public 
employment. No woman can ful- 
fill her duty to either her hus- 
band or her children who spends 
eight hours per day away from 
home and family. It takes real 
spiritual determination for any 
woman to properly perform her 
duty before God towards her hus- 
band and her children. 


The carnal mind does not begin 
to perceive the sheer joy and holy 
DELIGHT that can be experienced 
in the Christian life whenever a 
determined effort is put forth to 
please the Saviour. No backslider 
can be happy until sin is repented of 
and forsaken. If a Christian moth- 
er is to favorably impress_ her 
children with the joy of serving 
Jesus, then she must radiate the 


‘inward peace and happiness of her 


own heart before their young lives. 
Some of ‘the earliest memories in 
the childhood of Jesus must un- 
doubtedly have been the times 
when He observed His dear moth- 
er rendering praise unto the Lord. 
In Luke, chapter one and verse 


47, Mary said, “. .. My spirit hath} 


rejoiced in God my Saviour.” 

If you find the service of our 
Saviour a grievous burden, ex- 
amine your heart and see whether 
or not you be in the faith! The 


Bible says, ‘“‘Whosoever believeth | 


that Jesus is the Christ is born 


of God: and every one that loveth 
him that begat loveth him also} 


that is begotten of him. By this 
we know that we love the children 
of God, when we love God, and 
keep his commandments. For this 
is the love of God, that we keep 
his commandments; and his com- 
mandments are not grievous” (I 
John 5:1-3). 


Of course, I fully recognize the 
fact that it is not always easy 


to retain a spirit. of delight, but 
how our hearts ought to overflow 
in continual gratitude so that we 
are constantly in a spirit of re- 
joicing. Any mother who is de- 
lighted with the Lord Jesus Christ 
will not have any difficulty con- 
veying that impression to her 
children. 7 

When Jesus was carried to Je- 
rusalem as a baby for His dedica- 
tion unto the Lord, the prophetess 


.Anna looked upon the little babe 


with loving adoration and uttered 
significant words in the presence 
of His parents. Mary could not 
have helped but know that Anna 
was speaking about the Sacrifice 
of sin that Jesus would one day 
become for unworthy sinners. And 
here is a vital point to keep in 
mind when thinking about Mary 
the Mother of Jesus: she was most 
certainly numbered among those 
to whom Anna spake when she 
addressed “ all them that 
looked for redemption in Jerusa- 
lem” (Luke 2:38). The prophetess 
was speaking about the DESTINY 
of sinners, and included in ’that 
number was the mother of the 
Son of God! Do not be misled by 
false religious teaching concerning 
the spiritual nature of Mary. She 
was born a Sinner like every oth- 
er human being but Jesus and had 
to be saved by faith in her own 
Son just like you and me. The 
very knowledge that she was en- 
trusted with the holy care of the 
world’s Redeemer must have made 
Mary a woman of tremendous 
spiritual determination! 

Please know, dear friend, that 
even with all of her good char- 
acter and many fine virtues, Mary 
would not have been commended 
without reservation to John the 
Beloved if she had not been born 
again. If the dear mother of our 
precious Saviour had to trust in 
the cleansing blood of her own 
Son, don’t you see how you must 
also place your faith in His sacri- 
ficial. death .on the cross in order 
to be saved? Surely you do not 
think that your life is better than 
the life that Mary lived. 


How I pray that God will speak 
to every Christian mother through 
this message and challenge hearts 
to live a:more dedicated life so 
that the Saviour will be honored, 
husbands saved, and dear little 
children pointed to the Lamb of 
God. My final admonition for this 
sermon, however, will be to urge 
every lost and unsaved mother 
to right now acknowledge your 
lost condition before the Lord, 
repent of and turn away from 
your sin, and then accept the Lord 
Jesus Christ into your heart as 
your personal Saviour! Eternal 
peace and joy will be yours. God 
help you to do it right now.

woman was Created, Eve was cre- 
ated not as an equal partner, but 
as a helpmeet, an assistant, under 
Adam’s control. In Genesis 2:18, 
we read: “And the Lord God said, 
It is not good that the man should 
be alone; I will make him an help 
meet for him.” In I Peter 3:7 the 
Holy Spirit calls the wife “the 
weaker vessel” though she is heir 
with the man of. the “grace of 
life.’ It was Eve who was de- 
ceived by the devil who took ad- 
vantage of her weaker nature. The 
first sin for which God rebuked 
Adam in Genesis 3:17 was: “Be- 
cause thou hast hearkened unto 
the voice of thy wife.” 

Concerning this very matter, 
Paul was inspired to write Tim- 
othy (I Tim. 2:11-14): 

“Let the woman learn in silence 
with all subjection. But I suffer 
not a woman to teach, nor to 
usurp authority over the man, but 
to be in silence. For Adam was 
first formed, then Eve. And Adam 
was not deceived, but the woman 
being deceived was in the’ trans- 
gression.” 

God’s plan is that the husband 
should be the head of the wife and 
He even likens that to the authori- 
ty of Christ over the church. 
Ephesians 5:23 says: 

“For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is_ the 
head of the church: and he is the 
saviour of the body.” 

There could be no more positive 
Or emphatic statement that the 
husband is the head of the wife, 
the head of the home. 

The above Scripture illustrates 
the position of husband as head of 
the wife by the position of Christ 
as head of the church, The hus- 
band is head of the wife as Christ 
is the head of the church. But the 
Lord also says that the man is 
over his wife as Christ is over 
the man and as God is the head of 
Christ. First Corinthians 11:3 
Says: | 

“But I would have you know, 
that the head of every man is 
Christ; and the head of the wom- 
an is the man; and the head of 
Christ is God.” 

For this reason, the Scripture 
continues, the woman ought to 
wear long hair as a covering for 
her head, symbolizing that she is 


subject to her husband. Verse 15 
then says that “if a woman have 
long hair, it is a glory to her,” 
while man should not have long 
hair since there is no one between 
him and Christ. Verse 7 says: 


“A man indeed ought not to 
cover his head, forasmuch as he 
is the image and glory of God: but 
the woman is the glory of the 
man,” 

Woman is the glory of the man, 
and verse 9 says that the woman 
was created for man. This is God’s 
plan and it is good, good for the 
happiness and welfare of both 
men and women. 

In the very nature of men and 
women, God has written the fact 
that men should be head of the 
home and wives secondary to them 
in authority and subject to them. 
God fitted man, body, mind and 
heart to have the chief authority 
and responsibility. He fitted wom- 
an, “the weaker vessel,” to take 
a place as helpmeet. To change 
this order violates the laws of na- 
ture as well as the command of 
God, That is why modern homes 
are usually unhappy and cannot 
have the favor of God. 


God Commands Wives First, 
Then Husbands 


Every time God gives orders to 
husbands and wives about their 
treatment of each other in the 
Bible, He speaks to wives first, 
then husbands. When He com- 
mands fathers and children about 
their duties to each other, He com- 
mands children first and then fa- 
thers. He commands servants first, 
then masters; subjects first, then 
rulers. God wants no excuses left 
to subjects who do not want to 
obey their rulers, a servant who 
does not want to obey his mas- 
ter, a child who does not want to 
obey his father, or a wife who does 
not want to obey her husband. 
When God speaks to people about 
their duties to Him, He speaks 
first to men. Where He speaks to 
people concerning their duties to 
others, He speaks first to wives, 
then to husbands. See how this 
works out in the passage begin- 
ning with Ephesians 5:22 and end- 
ing with Ephesians 6:9. See the 
same thing in the passage begin- 
ning in Colossians 3:18 and end- 
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ing with Colossians 4:1, and like- 
wise in I Timothy 6:1, 2. 

That rule is followed every place 
in the Bible where duties of wives 
and husbands to each other are 
discussed. Read carefully Genesis 
3:16, 17, Ephesians 5:22-25, Colos- 
sians 3:18, 19; and I Peter 3:1-7. 
God wants children to obey their 
parents even if the parents are 
wicked. Servants should obey 
their masters even if they are 
sometimes unkind. Citizens should 
obey the laws of their country 
even though they be administered 
by wicked and corrupt men, Like- 
wise, God expects women to feel 
their duty to obey their husbands, 
good or bad, saved or unsaved. 
Nowhere in the Bible is a wife’s 
duty to her husband conditioned 
on the kind of character he has 
or the way he treats her. This di- 
vine order in giving commands to 
men and women could not be an 
accident, but is evidently meant 
to leave those who should obey 
without any excuse for not doing 
so. 


Wives Should “Submit to,” 
“Be Subject to,” “Be in Sub- 
jection to,” “Be Obedient 

to” and Even “Reverence”’ 
Their Husbands 


If women knew and cared about 
what God expects their attitude to 
be toward their husbands, they 
would be much more carefu! in 
accepting a husband, and marriage 
would last longer and be more 
happy. God’s Word. on this ques- 
tion uses stronger language than 
any man would dare to use of his 
own choice on the same subject. 
In. fact, God’s language is so 
strong that most preachers in 
their cowardly submission to mod- 
ern tendencies simply ignore it 
and do not preach it, or they ex- 
plain it away as fit only for other 
times or only under ideal circum- 


stances. Preachers must answer to” 


God for the way they preach His 
Word. I will give you plainly what 
He says about a wife’s duty to- 
ward her husband. I dare not do 
otherwise. 


Wives, Submit “As Unto 


the Lord” 
Study the Scriptures given care- 
fully and remember that the 


words are God’s words, not mine, 
nor any man’s. 

Ephesians 5:22-25, 28, 33 is one 
of the clearest passages on the 


‘duty of a wife: 


“22 Wives, submit yourselves 
unto your own husbands, as unto 
the Lord. 23 For the husband is 
the head of the wife, even as 
Christ is the head of the church: 
and he is the saviour of the body. 
24 Therefore as the church is sub- 
ject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in ev- 
erything. 25 Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ also loved 
the church, and gave himself for 
it: . . . 28 So ought men to love 
their wives as their own bodies. 
He that loveth his wife loveth 
himself . . 33 Nevertheless let 
every one of you in particular so 
love his wife even as himself; and 
the wife see that she reverence 


her husbared.” 


Wives should submit themselves 
to their own husbands “as unto 
the Lord” (vs. 22). A. woman 
should obey her husband as if it 
were the Lord she were obeying, 
for in truth it is. That means a 
cheerful obedience which comes 


from a loving and an obedient: 


heart. To obey her husband should 
be a part of a Christian woman’s 
religion. She submits to him “as 
unto the Lord.” 


Wives Should “Be Subject 
in Every Thing 

Verse 24, quoted above, says 
that ‘as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives be 
to their own husbands IN EVERY 
THING.” It is true that every 
man, woman and child, every serv- 
ant and every citizen should put 
God first and obey Him first. But 
here the Scripture seems to take 
for granted that there will never 
be a case where God will eall upon 
a wife to disobey her husband. 
Women are to be subject to their 
husbands just as the church is 
subject to Christ, even in every- 
thing! A woman is to be subject 
to her husband even in church, 
and in religious knowledge as we 
learn in I Corinthians 14:34, 35. 
Wives sometimes think they please 
God by spending time in routine 
church work when their husbands 
want them to attend to duties at 


home, I have known numerous 


cases where wives sought to give 
money to the Lord’s cause with- 
out the husband’s consent, some- 
times stealing the money from his 
clothes to tithe. They did wrong 
according to Numbers 30:13-15. 
If the husband forbids it, he is 
responsible for any sin of with- 
holding from God, not she. Wives 
should be subject to their own 
husbands in everything, says the 
Word of God. The wife is to be 
Subject in her body to her hus- 
band, even as she is to have the 
freedom of his body (I Cor. 7:3-5). 
A wife should be subject to her 
husband in the way she directs 
the house, spends the money com- 
mitted to her, controls the chil- 
dren, in the way she dresses, in 
the company she keeps—in every- 
thing. 


A Wife Should “Reverence 
Her Husband”’ 


Ephesians 5:33 even commands 
that “the wife see that she rev- 
erence her husband.” The Bible 
does not say that men deserve 
reverence or are worthy of it, 
but the Lord does teach that wives 
should give it. In this connection 
see I Peter 3:5, 6: 


“For after this manner in the 
old time the holy women also, who 
trusted in God, adorned them- 
selves, being in subjection unto 
their own husbands: Even as Sara 
obeyed Abraham, calling him lord: 
whose daughters ye are, as long as 
ye do well, and are not afraid with 
any amazement.” 

Subjection of a wife to her hus- 
band is not a slavish cringing nor 
a sullen submission to what one 
cannot avoid. Sarah loved Abra- 
ham so, admired him so thorough- 
ly, that, queenly woman that she 
was, she was not ashamed to call 
him lord. She was in subjection to 
him with the kind of reverence 
which God commands Christian 
wives to have, and Sarah is here 
held up as a great example to 
wives who would please the Lord 
and have happy homes. A study 
of the Scriptures will reveal the 
companionship of Abraham and 
Sarah as about the most ideal 
and happy in the entire Bible. No 
other woman ever came between 
them, they never differed over 
their son, Isaac, they were sweet- 
hearts until death. Happy is the 
woman who feels toward her hus- 
band as Sarah did, who can obey 
her husband with happy reverence. 
If you, Mrs. Modern Wife, cannot 
feel so toward your husband, do 
not be surprised if you never 
have the love and fellowship which 
Sarah had with Abraham and the 
respect and reverence of your 
children which Sarah had from 
Isaac. 


God Commands Husbands to 

“Rule,’ Wives “Be Obedient” 

Other Bible commands 
the wife’s duty toward her 
band are as follows: 

“Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your oun husbands, as it is fit in 
the Lord.’—Col. 3:18. 

“That they may teach the young 
women to be sober, to love their 
husbands, to love their children, 
To be discreet, chaste, keepers at 
home, good, obedient to their own 
husbands, that the word of God 
be not blasphemed.”’—Titus 2:4, 5. 

“Unto the woman he said, I awill 
greatly multiply thy sorrow and 
thy conception; in sorrow thou 


about 
hus- 


shalt bring forth children; and thy 


desire shall be to thy husband, 
and he shall rule over thee.”’— 
Gen, 3:16. 


God uses strong terms here. He 
says to the wife, ‘Your husband 
shall rule over you.’ He says that 
older women should teach young 
wives to be obedient to their hus- 
bands, instead of encouraging 
frivolous and spendthrift wives to 
be rebellious and break thé home. 
God’s Word is explicit and plain, 
and women who want to be happy, 
to have the real love of their 
husbands lasting down to old age, 
and the respect of their children 
and neighbors, which are not ac- 
corded to modern, frivolous wives, 
should take to heart these com- 
mands from God’s Word. 


Excuses of Rebellious Wives 


People always have plausible 
excuses for not doing right. Wom- 
en give many reasons for not be- 
ing subject to their husbands as 
God commands. 


It is often insisted upon that in 
these modern days of liberty and 
equality no woman could keep 
her self respect and live in a home 
and not be counted equal with her 
husband in authority. But the 
same woman who objects to being 
under the authority of her hus- 
band attends clubs of which she is 
not president, She works in a 
church of which she is not pas- 
tor, She is a citizen of a govern- 
ment where others rule over her. 
Even the policeman on the cor- 
ner can command her to stop or

of in the text had spent her mon- 
ey on physicians, and very poor 
physicians at that. The Lord saw 
her poverty and destitution. He 
knew from what a miserable home 
she had come. He did not ask, 
“Who touched me?” because He did 
not know; He wanted to evoke 
that woman’s response, and He 
wanted to point all the multitude 
to her particular case before her 
cure was effected, in order that 
the, miraculous power might be 
demonstrated before all the peo- 
ple, and that they might be made 
to believe. 


In this day, as then, the touch 
of poverty always evokes Christ's 
attention. He was “anointed to 
preach the gospel to the poor’ 
(Luke 4:18). He said, “Blessed 
be ye poor” (Luke 6:20). If you 
be one who has had a hard strug- 
gle to get daily bread—if the fu- 
ture is all dark before you—if you 
are harassed and perplexed, and 
know not which way to turn, I 
want you to understand that, al- 
though in this world there may be 
no sympathy for you, the heart 
of the Lord Jesus Christ is im- 


mediately moved, and you have 


but to go t6 Him and touch Him 
with your little finger, and you 
arouse all the sympathies of His 
infinite nature, 


He Cares About Our Sickness 


I also learn that sickness touch- 
es Him.

The snow falls on the. Alps 
flake by flake, and day after day, 
and month after month, and after 
a while, at the touch of a trav- 
eler’s foot, the avalanche slides 
down upon the villages with the 
terrific crash and thunder. So the 
sins—of—our life accumulate and 
pile up, and after a while, unless 
we are rescued by the grace of our 
Lord Jesus, they will come down 
upon our souls in an avalanche 
of eternal ruin.

Men, too, cannot avoid authority 
over them, Other members of the 
club, the church, the citizens are 
often as good, or as wise, or as 
well pleasing as the president of 
the club, the pastor of the church, 
or the judge of the court. Men 
who work for salaries or wages, 
and women too, must take orders 
from those in authority. And sensi- 
ble people can be happy in doing 
so.

The rebellion of a wife against 
her husband is exactly the same 
in spirit as the rebellion of a dis- 
obedient child against his father, 
of an incorrigible pupil against the 
teacher, or a criminal against the 
government; it is lawlessness pure 
and simple. In any government, 
business corporation, or home, 
there must be those in authority. 
Even if everybody wanted to do 
right, as long as people are frail, 
erring mortals there will be dis- 
agreements as to what is right. 
Someone must decide. God has ap- 
pointed the husband and father 
in the home as the head, and the 
wife, the weaker vessel, as his 
he!pmeet. 


Wives Sometimes Wiser Than 
Husbands 


Sometimes a wife has a better 
education than her husband, It 
frequently happens that she has 
natural abilities which her hus- 
band does not have. Sometimes a 
girl leaves a good job to marry 
a man who has a smaller salary 
than she had. Naturally she feels 
superior. Should such a woman 
take orders from her husband? 
Should she defer to his judgment? 
Should she “be subject” unto him? 
Should she “be in subjection’? 
Ged’s Word says, “Yes”! A four- 
teen-year-old girl in home eco- 
nomics classes learns to sew beau- 
tifully and can make _ dresses 
which her mother could never 
make. She learns home decoration, 
can cook economical and attract- 


ive dishes and set a table in a way 


her mother never knew. She may 
be in high school while her moth-

er never went beyond the fifth 
grade. Yet the daughter should 
obey the mother, not the mother 
the daughter. That is God’s rule. 

A fifteen-year-old boy, with the 
help of a county demonstration 
agent, learns to select seed corn, 
break the ground, plant, replant, 
fertilize and cultivate corn so 
that he makes a hundred bushels 
to the acre. It has been done more 
than once when the father never 
made more than twenty or thirty 
bushels to the acre. The boy has 
advantages the father never had, 
reads books the father does not 
know the names of, has a better 
education; yet the boy should be 
subject to his father, not the fa- 
ther to the boy. That is God’s way. 
So with the wife who thinks her- 
self superior to her husband. She 
should not have married a man 
whom she did not love enough to 
obey. She should not marry any 
man if she does not love God 
enough to do right. 

“Don’t you think women are as 
good as men?” people sometimes 
ask. Certainly, they are usually 
as good, sometimes worse, but 
many times better than their hus- 
bands. But if one who reads this 
is a good woman, then she will 
want to do right, for good wives 
take a wife’s proper place. If you 
are a better. Christian than your 
husband, then the best way to 
prove it is to obey God’s plain 
commands concerning your hus- 
band and home. 


Christian Wives Should Obey 
Unsaved Husbands 


The question constantly arises 
about a Christian wife with an un- 
saved husband, and the Lord 
plainly answers this question in 
I Peter 3:1, 2: 

“Likewise, ye wives, be in sub- 
jection to your husbands; that, if 
any obey not the word, they also 
may without the word be won by 
the conversation of the wives; 
While they behold your chaste 
conversation coupled with fear.” 

Here is the case of a husband 
who will not obey the Word, will 
not listen to the Gospel, and has 


not been saved. The Lord says for 


a wife to be in subjection to such 
a husband and that that is the 
way to win him to Christ. You 
wives who weep over your lost 
husbands and who plead and pray 
without success for their salvation, 
it may be that by your disobedi- 
ient hearts you have blocked the 
answer to your own prayers and 
made it so that your husbands 
will not listen to your pleading. 
The kind of religion which will 
make a wife the modest, unselfish, 
lovely and obedient wife which 
God commands her to be, with 
that “ornament of a meek and 
quiet spirit, which is in the sight 
of God of great price,”’ that Sarah 
had, who obeyed Abraham, calling 
him lord (I Peter 3:4-6); that 
kind of home religion_in a wife 
will have more to do with the sal- 
vation of many a lost man than 
any amount of public preaching of 
the Gospel. 


People ask foolish, theoretical 
questions here. “What if a hus- 
band should command his wife to 
get drunk?” etc., etc. That is a 
supposition for which the Lord 
made no provision here. We may 
be sure the reason is that that 
will not oecur to a truly Christian 
woman who loves and obeys her 
husband. Husbands respect such 
Wives and respect their religion! 
That is the reason God says such 
a course should win the husband 
when the preaching of the Word 
fails. Wives should be in subjection 
to their husbands, even unsaved 
husbands.

For a wife to have her own way 
does not make her happy any 
more than it makes a rebellious 
child or a lawless citizen happy to 
have his own way. This is another 
case where the wages of sin is 
death, death to happiness and death 
to all the blessings which God 
meant should follow marriage and 
a home, 


True happiness in marriage is 
‘pased on faith. The woman who 
does not trust her husband’s judg- 
ment and character enough to sub- 
mit to his will cannot have the 
happiness which comes from full 
confidence. Then the husband can- 
not trust completely such a wife 
who thinks first, not of what is 
right or best for the home, but 
of her own selfish will. The com- 
panionship of husband and wife is 
not worth the name when faith 
and confidence are gone. 


When happiness is gone and 
faith is gone, love soon follows 
them away. A woman will not long 
continue to love the man for 
whom she has no respect. Here is 
a strange fact that though the 
Lord many times commands the 
wife to be subject to her husband, 
to submit to him, to be obedient 
to him, even to reverence him, yet 
in the Bible there is only a single 
command that a woman should 
love her husband! The reason 
must be that the highest and best 
love must always inevitably follow 
this path of duty. The woman who 
reveres and obeys her husband will 
find in her heart a deep-seated 
love which depends not on mere 
sex attraction, but instead blos- 
soms out of her own character 
and her position and is a gift of 
God! The highest form of married 
love is possible only in a Bible 
kind of a home. 


When a husband’s love for his 
wife is based upon her youth, her 
charm, her beauty, these, alas, all 
too soon fade away, and such 
frivolous love cannot resist the ef- 
fect of time, temper, poverty and 
age. But the woman who is 
adorned with that beauty of the 
heart, which does not fail with 
age, “even the ornament of a 
meek and quiet spirit, which is 
in the sight of God of great price,” 
attracts and makes sure of her 
husband’s unfailing love. A hus- 
band cannot but give such a wife, 
not only the. thrill of young love, 
and the passion of maturity, but 
the steadfastness of real respect 
and admiration through the years. 
Men and women who take the 
places God assigned them may ex- 
pect that reward of virtue, that 
blessing of God, a love which does 
not wither when hair turns white 
or when bodily passions pass 
away!

Put this down as an axiom, that 
children do not obey and respect 
mothers who themselves are dis- 
obedient and disrespectful wives! 
People reap what they sow. There 
is something in the character of 
such a rebellious woman that will 
make her a thorn in the side of 
her children. She will interfere 
with their lives, break their mar- 
riages, hinder the discipline of 
their children. They will love her 
and yet despise her. Let those who 
do not agree with God’s plan 
weigh well before they break His 
plain commands about the home. 


3. Prayer Hindered by Wrong 
Home Life 
In I Peter, the third chapter, 
the Word of God warns us that 
the disobedient wife and the hus- 
band who does not love and honor 
his wife as he ought have their 
prayers hindered. In the first 
verse we are told that wives will 
win their husbands to Christ by 
obeying them, and verse 7, clos- 
ing the paragraph, says: 
“Likewise, ye. husbands, -dwell 
with them according to knowledge, 
giwing honor unto the wife, as 
unto the weaker vessel, and as 
being heirs together of the grace 
of life; that your prayers be not 
hindered.” 

You pray for lost children and 
they are not saved. Your prayers 
are hindered because of wrong 
home life. You pray for your hus- 
band to be saved, or the husband 
prays for his wife’s health, but 
your prayers are blocked, are hin- 
dered, and an angry God does not 
listen because of your sins. If 
every other consideration fails to 
move the heart of the man and 
woman who reads this, then I beg 
you in Jesus’ name to make your 
home right so God can answer 
your prayer. All of Christian hap- 
piness, the salvation of your chil- 
dren, the true prosperity of a 
Christian home, and the peace of 
a Christian life depend on keep- 
ing these plain. commands of God. 


Come Back to God’s Way 


If one reads this whose heart is 
heavy, whose home is unhappy, 
one whose dreams and plans con- 
cerning loved ones and home come * 
toppling about your ears, then 
come back to God today, and let 
Him fix your heart. After all, a 
happy home is a matter of .re- 
ligion, a matter of being right 
with God. Why not make con- 
fession to each other in the home, 
start again with family altar, be- 
gin again those old-fashioned prac- 
tices of our forefathers which 
made their happy homes and hap- 
py hearts? 


Unsaved man, how can you have 
the kind of home that the Lord 
wants you to have until you let 
Christ come into your heart? How 
can you command over your chil- 
dren aright until first all of you 
love the Lord and serve Him? 
Why not say with Joshua, “As for 
me and my house, we will ‘serve 
the Lord’? Trust Christ for for- 
giveness today, call on God for 
strength to be a real man, and 
have the Holy Spirit to guide you 
in your duties in the home today. 
May God help you to have all the 
joys of a happy home, the peace 
of a good conscience, and the favor 
of God who hears your prayers be- 
cause you please Him in these 
matters.
